In case of a German default on 
Monday the British government has 
agreed to give France a freer hand in 
dealing with Germany; in return 
France is to support freedom of the 
Dardanelles. Sir John bitterly op- 
poses this drastic change in the repa- 
ration policy. 

Even if Belgium and Germany reach 
an agreement on Monday over the 
five monthly cash payments totaling 
270,000,000 marks [$54,000,000] due 
Belgium this year, France will have 
British permission to take independent 
action of a mild character at the first 
sign of a German default.

IN COAL HELDS 


Operators Indicate It Is 
Certain Next April.

BY OSCAR HEWITT. 
While users are now balking at buy- 
ing coal at a price in which the mine 
owners” losses in the last strike are 


included, many local operators are pre- 
dicting another coal strike next April. 
They explain they cannot go on for- 


ever paying $1.08 a ton to miners. If| 
that strike comes, it will be surpris- | 
ing if the public is not called upon to. 


pay its cost. 

This gloomy outlook for the con- 
sumers gives to the operators a pros- 
pect of high prices for two years, if 
there continues to be the all@ged lack 
of transportation. 

Chicago obtains a large part of its 
soft coal of domestic sizes from south- 
ern Illinois. The mine price on this 
kind of coal was jumped up 50 cents a 
ton last week. This is 77 per cent 
above the minimum price asked imme- 
diately before the strike and also a 
year ago. 

Comparison of Prices. 

The minimum mine prices on south- 
ern Illinois coal for these three pe- 
riods presents an illuminating contrast 
for local coal users. The prices qhoted 
are those published in The Black Dia- 
mond, a trade paper of standing, in 
which coal operators advertise exten- 
sively. The comparison is as follows:

The two principal reasons for this 
increase are cost of the last strike and 
lack of cars. One operator told the 
Purchasing Agents’ association of Chi- 
cago that he figured his strike loss at 
about 50 cents a ton. Another, whose 
printed circular has been sent to Tue 
TRIBUNE, places his strike loss per ton 
at 60 cents. A third operator has pri- 
vVately said that his loss was 46 cents. 

Fail to Justify Jump.

imum market quotation. It is idle for 
the operators to attempt to convince 
the public that the lack of cars has 
increased the cost of coal production 
$1.80 a ton, after'a prominent operator 
has told the purchasing agents of Chi- 
cago that the difference in cost per ton 
in digging coal! one day a week and six 
days a week ig only $1.30.

NAVAL LIMITATION AND 
AMERICA IN THE FAR EAST. 


The American people were proud of the Wash- 
ington conference and well pleased with its re 
sults, as they understood them. With that opin- 
jon we have no disposition. to quarrel, for we 
share it in the main. We came out of a trade with 
Engiend more nearly even that at any time since 
G¥aut was President. But it is of first rate im- 
port’hce that we as a people understand what the 
resuifs are and what they necessarily imply. Have 
we got that far? It is more than doubtful. 

"The naval limitation treaty, we believe, is taken 
for mire than it is, and in some important re- 
spectre, Gr less. Probably most Americans as- 
sume {Rat it establishes a naval ratio compre- 
hensive of or naval strength. It does not. It 
checks bufiding in capital ships.’ It does not check 
costly expenditure and intense rivalry in the ele 
ments of naval strength which are increasing in 
importance year by year and may be the decisive 
factor in wars of the future, 

That is fairly obvious, What is less realized is 
that the trewty radically alters the naval position 
of the United’ States, It eliminates us as a naval 
power in thé eastern Pacific, leaving Japan prob- 
ably supreme, or at least dominant, with Great 
Britain as a partial check, 

Limitation has two phases, that of mobile force 
and that of bases. The latter are as essential 
as the former. The tréaty deprives us of the right 
to establish bases on our possessions in the east, 
afi with the limitation of our capital ships, puts 
us.in a position in which only defensive opera- 
tions for the protection of our home waters is 
possible. <i : 

The treaty, while it Gatensibly fixes a ratio of 
5-3 in -eapital ships, leaves Japan supreme in 


|epproximately 917,700 employés. There are now 


Agiatic waters, because Japan, under the provi- 
sion as to bases, may maintain the bases neces- 
sary to control not only her home waters, but 
aceess to the Asiatic mainland. Great Britain, 
under the status quo recognized by article XIX. of 
thp treaty, has an important base at Hongkong 
ari Kowloon, on the mainland opposite, and she 
hap bases eastward. But /the United States can- 
not strengthen her inadequate bases in the Phil- 
ippine islands or at Guam, while Japan can ef- 
feetively attack them. For the same reason, the 
United States cannot exert naval pressure for the 
ense of any interest in China. 

We are not contending that this is contrary to 
ouy vital interests, considering them as a whole. 
Wr do not think any interest we possess in the 
fat east would compensate us for the maintenance 
of'a fleet and naval and military establishment 

enough to overcome the natural advantages 
of,a great Asiatic power and permit us to defeat : 
hef on her own hattle ground. Neither do we 
aspert that we have lost all means of bringing 
pressure to bear for the protection or advance- 
ment of our interests in the far east. Combine- 
tions are possible. Trade and finance are potent 
ingtruments of defense and offense. But we do

THE RISING TIDE OF 
GOVERNMENT. 


From 1916 to 1922 the number of federal executive 
employés has made a net increase of 122,800. On 
the date of the armistice, Nov. 11, 1918, there were 


660,800. There were 438,000 before the war. The 
government in making the transition from peace to 
war and back to peace has retained over 100,000 
of the civil employés taken on in war time. 


This increase represents the ea&tension of gov- 
ernment activities. The tendency is not continued 
deflation but inilation:- New functions of govern- 
ment are revealed and still more are urged. Nearly 
all the new functions deal with the habits, indus- 
tries, and activities of the citizens. 

In part the increase in the civil list of the federal 


bureaucracy indicates the encrpachment of the 
central government upon the duties of states. One| 
of the dangers in a growing bureaucracy lies in its 
desire to make work. Red tape is in part a 
bureau’s method of survival and extension. The | 
more it complicates the methods of government the 
more it justifies its civil list and the more it re 
tarde the“Administration of business and increases 
the vexations of citizens. 


A growing bureaucracy at Washington contains 
many elements which are opposed to the develop- 
ment of the American republic as a nation of. 
states in union. An American described his coun- 
try to an Englishman as being a continent, not 
a nation. He was trying to say that what would 
be prevailing opinion in New England might not be 
prevailing opinion on the Pacific coast and that 
the midwest might think one way and the southern 
states another. 

The United States is both a nation and a conti- 
nent and its national life is the better for being 
diversified from Duluth to New Orleans and from 
Boston to Pasadena. The increase of centralized 
governing power is in the direction of uniformity. 
Kansas wants New York to live as Kansas thinks 
it good to live and the only way in which that 
desire can be gratified is through a federal bureau 
which will apply to New York the will of Kansas. 

The central government will not resist this be- 
cause it offers bureaucracy the best chance it could 
have to satisfy its desire to increase and spread. 
In place of government by the people of the states 
in matters relating to their habits of life we shall 
have government by centralized functionaries who 
are mere mechanisms of restrictive law. 


AMERICA’S OPPORTUNITY. 


A British commentator on Russian affairs has 


some remarks which should be of interest to Amer- 
ican farmers. Discussing in the Manchester | 
Guardian the fact that the Russian peasant has | 
signally defeated the purpose of the urban soviets 
and really controls the situation, he notes that 
the exportable surplus of eastern Europe is only 
a twentieth of what it was and contains few bread- 
stuffs. This, he: points out, is not merely the 
result of war and revolutionary disorganization 
but also of the sharp break in an established prac- 
tice of harvesting and marketing. What efficiency 
the old system possessed has been lost in the 
transition to peasant ownership and must be 
replaced by new methods proper to the new condi- 
tions. The peasant proprietors need more capital, 
implements, and knowledge, and while they are 
acquiring these “the economic balance of the world 
is tilted more markedly to the west.” “ Europe’s 
hunger,” he adds, “is America’s opportunity.” 

The financial and economic confusion and pros- 
tration of Europe delays the enjoyment of this 
opportunity, but unless Europe sinks into utter 
chaos and thus reduces its consuming power and 
even its population drastically, the American 
producer will find his market improving stead- 
ily as Europe recovers purchasing power and con- 
sumption. 


POLITICIANS AT SCHOOL. 

What would our American politicians think if 
they were ordered to attend a course in politics and 
economics? 

It has happened in England, where during two 
weeks fifty Liberal party candidates and party 
agents attended a summer school at Oxford, where 
they were addressed by party leaders and by spe- 
cialists in different phages of public affairs, like Mr. 
Maynard Keynes. The main issues of the day were 
examined and discussed and experts heard upon 
them. Thus it is expected a coherent and informed 
party opinion will be maintained. 

How different from our system of laissez faire. 
Humans being what they are, party affiliation is 
mostly a matter of personal tradition and environ-

Party machinery operates under the pressure of 
interests, which pressure expresses itself finally at 
the ballot box, directly and indirectly.

The actual physiology of politics cannot be al 
tered, but it can be made a comparatively healthy 
physiology. There is too much politics of short 
sighted and irresponsible expediency, too much | 
playing up to popular prejudices ad impulsive fal- 
In our country, where politics has become 
& means of livelihood, the preasure upon vote seek- | 
ers to win elections at.any price is bound to be in- | 
tense and must be reckoned with in a practical | 
consideration of political processes and their better-! 
ment. But by free discussion and study of public 
problems our political leaders would be able to for- 
Mulate issues for the people rather than to submit 
to the pressure of ill considered public demands or 
fallacious conceptions of interest. 

In other words, our leaders by drawing together | 
for the clarification of real problems of government | 
and for the study of real public interests might | 
fit themselves for sound leadership without impair- 
ing their private or party prospects of success at 
the polls. They could make themselves leaders 


rather than expedient agents of public impulse, and 
we think this is much needed to restore the credit 
of party government. | 

It is obvious that party fealty has been weakened 
because of lack of principled leadership, the ab- 
sence of which has kept ‘many from the polls or set 
them adrift between the parties. Our system is 
government by parties, the only responsible sys- 
tem, but if it is to be as efficient as it ought to be it 
should produce a real leadership, founded on thor- 
oughly studied principles and programs, 


INDUSTRIAL INSPIRATION. 


A banquet held in New York City to celebrate 


| the fortieth anniversary of the effective use of 
| electricity gives occasion for comment upon what 


probably is the most far reaching material improve- 
ment ever achieved by the human race in a like 
period. The phenomenal expansion of the use of 
electric current opens a limitless vista of industrial, 
social, and economic progress. 

Forty years ago the first central generating sta- 
tion was opened in this country. It had fifty-nine 
customers and a capacity of 569 kilowatts. From 
that plant have grown 6,000 others serving 15,000 
communities with more than 10,000,000 direct cus- 
tomers, and generating 14,000,000 kilowatts. 
Whereas the first station’s longest stretch of trans- 
mission was twelve miles, we now have plants 
sending 220,000 volts over wires for a distance of 
250 miles, to commercial advantage. And experi- 
ments have extended the radius to 600 miles. 

A superpower project in the east links the in- 
dustries of nearly a dozen‘states, and is preparing 
to serve probably one-third the population of the 
United States with electric current in some form. 
Coal, rivers, and even the winds have been har- 
nessed to produce current in amounts of from one 
horse power into the millions. 


That is the record of only forty years. It is ob- 
viously only a start. But is is an indication of 
what can and will be done. It is a romance of in- 
dustry, science, and ambition. It is an inspiration 
for a world in the making. 


A FARM LOBBY FOR FORD. 


Gray Silver, Washington representative of the 
American Farm Bureat federation, writes an open 
letter attacking Senator McKinley’s opposition to 
the Ford Muscle Shoals proposition. His com- 
plaint may be summed up as voicing the popular 
ery of the farmer that refusal to turn Muscle 
Shoals over to Henry Ford will deprive the country 
of greatly needed cheap fertilizer, and will mean 
prohibitive prices for the hydro-electric power to 
be manufactured at the Muscle Shoals dams. 

It seems necessary to answer those arguments 
again and again. When the Ford proposal was 
first broached it was supported by widespread prop- 
aganda in the agricultural districts throughout the 
country to the effect that Ford would be able 
to renew and maintain the fertility of the farmers’ 
fields at nominal cost. Apparently that propaganda 
was accepted at its face value. It has been re- 
peated so widely that it is almost accepted as a 
truism by uninformed agriculturists and their rep- 
resentatives. Only in that Way can we account 
for its repetition as a fact without need of proof 
by such speakers or organizations as the Missis- 
sippi Valley magazine and innumerable others. 

In fact, it is not a truism. It is not even true. 
Farmers who accept it on faith without study or 
investigation are doing not only themselves but 
the country a grave injustice. The utmost ca- 
pacity of the nitrate plants at Muscle Shoals is only 
38,500 tons of nitrogen annually. That esvould not 
supply one-fortieth of the nitrogen taken out of 
our soil every year by the corn crop alone. Ft 
would not supply one-five-hundredth part of the 
fertilizer ingredients annually needed in our soil. 


And even that negligible bit of fertilizer would be 


sold to the farmers at a profit of 8 per cent, with- 
out any assUrance that the cost on which such 
profit would*be based would be kept down. 

And as for the hydro-electric development, there 
is absolutely no guarantee in the Ford proposition 
that the cost of such power delivered either to 
farms or industries would be kept down. Seven- 
eighths of the potential power of the plants would 
remain to Ford for whatever purpose he might 
choose after operating the nitrate factories. Ab- 
solutely no evidence has been offered to show 
that the farmers would profit from that. Yet in 
general they are for it. It is a position taken 
without reason on a fundamental issue. 

It can be attributed only to such activities as 
those of Mr, Gray Silver. Here is a man chosen 
to represent a great American farmers’ organiza- 
tion at Washington. He is paid by the farmers. 
He is supposed to earn that pay by working for 
their interests. Instead, it is plain that he is using 
his position to lobby for congressional action to 
the benefit of Henry Ford, Such lobbying by the 
representative of an organization of private citi- 
zens for the benefit of one private citizen discredits 
both the lobbyist and the organization, if it sup- 
ports him. 

It is a situation growing distressingly common 
in Washington. It should be discouraged.

dicted in connection with this wholesale murder. 
Mr. Farrington says that everything will be done 
to protect members of his union. In so far as pro- 
tection of the innocent is meant, that is right enough, 
But the implication that there is danger to the 
innocent at the hands of the court is not right. 

And the inconsistency of such men as Farrington 
is plain. While the killing of unarmed and legally 
innocent men was allowed to rest unchallenged by 
the law, mot one move was made by Farrington and 
his union to seek to see justice done. 


Because their union organization was under 
suspicion, they might well have clamored for inves- 
tigation amd justice, if their belief of entire inno- 
cence was sincere. Instead they demanded “ hands 
off” of the state and nation. 

It is to be hoped the state and nation will lay 
heavy hands On any one whose guilt may be proved. 
It is to be hoped that no industrial affiliations of ac- 
cused persons, will have the slightest influence m 
determining tmmocence or guilt. And it would be an 
excellent tniig if the people would in one way or 
another let Mr. Farrington know thetr desire that he 
keep hands aff the business-of the courts.

“MAKE TAXES FAIR.” 


Urbana, IIl., Sept. 8.—Anent the recent 
editorial in Taz Tripunne entitied 
“Make Taxes Fair,” I wish to offer a 
suggestion for remedying the evil it 
points out. I agree that section 142 in 
conjunction with section 141 of the pro- 
posed constitution for Illinois is criti- 
cizable on the ground that it will have 
the effect of taxing income-producing 
tangible personal property both by val- 


‘uation and on the income from the in- 


tangible personal property which repre- 
sents it. In other words it will tax the 
source of the income by valuation, and 
the income therefrom on income. To tax 
both the source and income is unfair, 
especially since the effect of the proposal 
will tax tangible non-income-producing 
personal property only by valuation, and 
intangible income-producing personal 
property only on income. 

The solution of this evil which is here 
suggested is that the principle be estab- 
lished that all income-producing personal 
property, whether tangible or intangible, 
be taxed on income, not on valuation; 
and that all non-income-producing per- 
sonal property, whether tangible or in- 
tangible, be taxed by valuation. Thus 
we would obviate the evil of taxing tan- 
producing personal property 
both by valuation and on income. 

This would involve a casting aside, for 
the purposes of taxation, of the time- 
old distinction between tangibles and in- 
tangibles, and the adoption of the new 
distinction between income-producing and

Insists on Equality. 

A statement given out to the press 
by M. Tchitcherin explaining the re- 
fusa! mentions that Russia welcomes 
“q préliminary official exchange of 
opinions to reopening the regular rela- 
tions " And expresses eagerness for ne- 
gotiations to this end, either in Mos- 
cow, Washington, or a third country, 
and alsc any measures “based upon 
mutual interest and equality which al- 
lows both countries to acquire the nec- 
essary information of business condi- 
tions in the respective places.” 

However, to allow America to send in 
a technical commissiori without Russia 
having the right to send a similar com- 
mission to America would “ put Russia 
in a position of inferiority,” which 
Russian public opinion considers an 
infringement on the equal rights of a 
free people. 

Welcomes U. 8. Business Men. 

M. Tchitcherin, however, spilled the 
cards when he admitted that American 
business men who wished to go to 
Russia to invest money, will gladly be 
admitted and the only objection to an 
American technical commission is its 
official connection. ; 

Negotiations for the admission of the 
American commission have been going 
on for two months. The suggestion 
was inspired by American business 
men, who suspected that Germany and 
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Ex-Senator Cornelius Cole, only living senator of Lincoln's time, 
will celebrate his 100th birthday at the home of his granddaughter, Miss 
Cornelia Brown, in Los Angeles tomorrow. Another granddaughter,

Dearth of Mechanics.

Union restrictions and lack of oppor- 
tunity to learn a trade, and not any 
preference of the youth of America for 
“white collar” work, is thé cause of 
the shortage in mechanics which exists 
in many building trades, Fred W. Arm- 
strong, general manager of the citi- 
zens’ committee to enforce the Landis 
award, asserted last night. 

# Mr. Armstrong bases his conclusion 
oh an examination of several hundred 
applications for apprenticeship training 
fm the enlarged trade school which the 
committee intends to open on Sept. 25. 
The courses will include plumbing, 
carpentry, painting and decorating, 
sheet metal work. and blue print work. 


Whence Applications Come. 

“A great many of our letters are 
from youths with two, three, and four 
years’ technical high school training,” 
Mr. Armstrong said. “Others are from 
young fellows now employed in clerical 
positions who see a chance to better 
themselves and earn moré money. One 
or two are from graduates of business 


| | colleges. 


“ The letters are making it plain that 
the much discussed dislike of the 
American boy for anything except 
‘white collar’ work is greatly exag- 
gerated. 


Two Reasons for Situation. 


“This lack of opportunity which 
heretofore has barred them is due to 
two factors. | . 

“One is that with the restrictions 
imposed on the training of apprentices, 
many contractors have failed to train 
the limited number of boys thg unions 
allowed them, 

“The other factor is the repressive 
attitude of many unions toward any- 
thing which. will tend: to train appren- 


tices in large numbers. Some appli- 


cants mention in their lettera the 
trouble they have hemd in attempts to 
learn a trade. 

“Here is an excerpt from a letter 
of a would-be plumber: 

“*T have tried for sevefl years to 
learn the plumbing trade, but have 
been unsuccessful on account of not 
having had any relatives in that line 
before me.’

SUPREME JUDGES 


Two Will Be Elected for 
Chicago Area Dec. 12. 


BY E. O. PHILLIPS. 

Two Supreme court judges will be 
elected in the Cook county district on 
Dec. 12. Whether they take their 
seats depends on the ratification of 
the néw constitution. 

The Cook county Democratic organ- 
jga tion yesterday * indicated its readi- 
ness to continue the nonpartisan judi- 
clary plan established in the Circuit 
court campaigtii in 1921, where ten 
Republicans and ten Democrats were 
elected. | ‘ 

To effect such an arrangement it 
will be necessary for an agreement to 


be reached between the Republican |. 


and Democratic committees within the 

district which comprises Cook, Lake, 

Will, Du Page and Kankakee counties, 
Two to Be Elected. 


Under the revised draft of the Su- 
preme court article as finally adopted 
at Springfield last week, two justices 
of the increased court of nine will be 
elected on Dé. 12. One of these wil 
come from Cook county. The other 
will come from the other four coun- 
ties. 

One of the justices will be elected 
for a nine year term to expire in June, 
1931. The other will be elected for a 
term that ends in June, 1938. Neither 
judgeship affects the terme®of Justice 

N. Carter. His term expires 
in June, 1924. The specific provision 
is that Justice Carter’s successor will 
be elected in June, 1924, for a term 
that ends in 2935. 

Nominaticns for the two judgeships 
will be made by party conventions 
called for the district. The mooted 
question again arises as to whether 
the Brundage-Crowe-Deneen organiza- 
tion or the city hall crowd is the “ rea] ” 
Republican committee in Cook county, 
and, therefore, entitled to choose the 
delegates to the Supreme district con- 
vention. The Democrats have no such 
factional worry. 


Proposal for Coalition. 


Under the original draft of the con- 
stitution, Cook county had but one 
additional justice. The candidacy of 
Roswell B. Mason from the country 
towns was announced. An arrange- 
ment whereby one of the two justices 
shall be norhinated by the regular Re- 
publican orgaswization in Cook county, 
as represented by the Brundage-Crowe- 
Deneen forces, and that the Democrats 


- mominate a candidate for jhe outside 
* territory, who would secure coalition 


support in Cook county, figures as a 
possibility. 

An interesting angle is.that Gov. 
Smalls Kankakee county organization 
and the Will county Republicans, who 
are aligned with Senator Barr and 
George A. Barr, probably will have a 
candidate of their own. 

Situation Downstate. 

Downstate the terms of all present 
justices end with the. next elections in 
their districts. To secure an average 
of three elections every two years after 
1937, the terms of justices to be elect- 
i next time in the downstate districts 
have been extended in some instances 

and shortened in others. 

Terms of five of the seven sitting 
fustices expire in June, 1924. All 
downstate elections would be held in 
November, rather than in June. Jus- 
tice Carter's term, expiring in 19324, 
will be filled at a June election in that 
year. 

The terms of successors of the five 
will run as follows, if the new consti- 
tution is adopted:

1. Justice Duncan, Rep., 1924 1933. 
2. Justice Farmer, Dem., 1924 1935. 
3. Justice Dunn, Rép., 1924 to 1933. 

6. Justice Cartwright, 1924 to 1937.

PAPRIKA SAUCE AND SOME 
OTHERS. 


ERHAPS paprika sauces are a de- 
velopment from Hungarian gou- 
lash. A stew of beef needs only 
to be thickened with some flour 

and plenty of paprika to become a true 
goulash which, according to the dic- 
tionary definition, is a ragout of steak 
seasoned with paprika and vegetables. 
Most goulashes are poor things, but if 
a beef stew is well seasoned with vege- 
tables, and its liquid smoothly thick- 
ened with flour, the additional element 
of paprika cannot make it the dull 
tasting thing it often is. It is poor 
cooking and not the paprika that 
makes it so unattractive. 

Chicken paprika has come into great 
vogue, but a paprika sauce can just 
as well be used with other meats, al- 
though we know that a chicken meat 
stock has more delicacy than others, 
and so the paprika satice made with 
it will be of superior quality. But a 
paprika sauce may just as well be 
used over shredded and boiled cab- 
bage, to enhance it or render it 
piquant, as over meat. In short, any 
meat, fish, or vegetable with which 
a creole cauce is used may just as 
well be presented with a paprika sauce 
but not as wholesomely, for paprika is 
a condiment, although mild, and the 
creole sauce is of vegetables—indeed, 
of the chief of the condimental vege- 
tables, two of which have the highest 
place as toric vegetables. 

Paprika Sauce or Gravy. 

Three onions, three tablespoons of 
fat, three level teaspoons of paprika, 
one tablespoon of flour to each cup of 
meat stock used. Cut the onions fine 
and stew them in'the butter until light- 
ly browned—nice job Mix the flour 
and paprika together and stir thor- 
oughly over the fire into the fat and 
onions. Add the cup of cold meat 
stock, stir until it thickens, and cook 
for five or ten minutes. Strain if you 
want it quite elegant, or when it is 
to be served over cabbage, or something 
similar, the finely cooked onions in the 
sauce will enhance it. Particularly 
when this is to be served over cabbage 
will it be improved if finished with the 
juice of half a lemon and -perhaps have 
a bit of fresh butter stirred into it. You 
may omit the butter, since it is already 
rich in fat, but for anything like cab 
bage the-lemon juice adds greatly to its 
desirability. 

About Paprika. 

Three level teaspoons of paprika 
seem a great deal to use per cup of 
gauce, but that amount is needed to 
give it the character it must have to 
deserve the name. When one has seen 
paprika sold in glass containers hold- 
ing: a bushel, as in Germany and re- 
lated countries, its profuse use does 
not seem so horrifying. 

Of late years the jemon garnish has 
been garnished in turns with a thick 
aprinkling of paprika, and this condi- 
ment has been used in: y similar 
fashions. It is scarcely twenty years 
since it(was considered more or less of 
wn affectation here in our United States 
to use paprika. 

People affecting to be highbrow, or 
Bohemian, or artistic, or eccentric, or 
a medley of all these things, ate pap- 
rika on cheese or bread and butter, and 
young esthetes specialized on mixing 
French dressing with paprika, a fash- 
ion which was soon widely followed, so 
trat a French dressing without pap- 
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rika today is a rare mixture indeed, 
and some people use so much paprika 
in this salad dressing that it has the 
shade of the paprika sauce. Of course 
it is a proof of its mildness that so 
much may be used. 

The recipe with “few grains of pap- 
rika and a few grains of pepper” 
might leave the impression that these 
two condiments were of equal season- 
ing power, but paprika is but mildly 
pungent and pepper is stifiingly un- 
mild. Paprika is far milder than mus- 
tard, and, if not well wet up, has a 
dried taste that is unpleasant; there- 
fore, in dressing a salad it should al- 
ways be well wet up with the vinegar. 


Chicken Paprika. 

Chicken paprika is today being ex- 
ploited as a new dish, but one of the 
leading American epicures of the 
period when we had these eating spe- 
cialists, or “fin becs,”’ or appreciators 
of the finest in foods, wrote the fol- 
lowing about it more than fifty years 


“ Paprika is Hungarian red pepper: it 
is mild and pleasant to the taste. It 
is excellent in salads and sauces. 
Chicken paprika is an excellent dish. 
It is used much as we use curry. It 
is highly recommended for dyspepsia. 
Most of our Hungarian restaurants and 
wine houses keep it. Spanish pepper 
is much like paprika; it is made from 
the sweet red pepper.” 

By the way, it is not safe to take the 
medical advice of this writer, for he 
was an advocate of all of the peppers. 

Though chicken paprika has today 
become a more or less popular dish, I 
have yet to find a recipe for it in a cook 
book, and I have looked in many to 
see if it was to be found. A tiny bit 
of paprika is used in almost all the 
chicken a la king recipes, which might 
instantly be turned into a sort of chick- 
en paprika by using about three level 
teaspoons of paprika to each cup of 
thickened liquid of the sauce. How- 
ever, the pimentoes usually added to 
this dish would as well be omitted, al- 
though it would be all right to have 
both the green pepper and the mush- 
rooms. 

Slices of nice boiled chicken could 
be put into a sauce made as above, 
with the liquid in which the chicken 
was gently, oh, so gently, boiled, but 
roasted chicken is generally used for 
such chafing dish preparations. 

When all is said and done, a paprika 
sauce with meat will be no better than 
a chili con carne or beef stew without 
a grain of paprika, which same are 
often called Hungarian goulash be- 
cause they are made red with tomato. 
Tomato, well reduced in cooking with 
onion and plenty of green sweet pep- 
per, may be so like a paprika sauce, 
made in any ordinary fashion, that only 
the thoughtful would heed the dif- 
ference. Of course, the tomato has 
far more of the good tonic elements in 
it than tLe paprika. The latter is 
hardly more than a provocative to di- 
gestion, while the tomato sauce makes 
a large contribution in food elements. 
Paprika is a dried product, the dried 
flesh part of a mild red pepper—not the 
fiercely hot seeds. 

On Making Sauces. 

Cne of the most eminent of living 
authorities in English cookery says: 
“The skill and knowledge of the cook 
is shown in no other part of the cull- 
nary art so prominently as in the way 
hie or her sauces are prepared. To 
be able to make a perfect sauce is in- 
deed the height of the art of cooking. 
Sauces in cookery may be termed the 
essence of elegance of dishes with 
which they ere served.” 

The made sauces, such as Chili sauce 
and others, belong to more barbaric 
days than ours in type, although so 
prevalent among us. They completely 
overpower and alter the individual 
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flavor of any kind of food, while the 
only right sauce is one that heightens 
the flavor of a special dish. In ancient 
days of rivalry among cooks, there was 
a ‘mania for such uses of sauces as to 
make pork taste like game or fish, and 
such dreadful mixtures were used as 
to defy analysis or name. 

The greatest of the eminent cooks 
has defined a sauce in relation to cook: 
ery as being what grammar is to lan- 
guage, or melody to music, and one of 
the nobles of the times when French 
cooking was a wonder called an artist 
in sauces, “an @nlightened chemist— 
the creative genius of the high class 
cuisine.” 

The Verb “To Sauce.” 

The dictionary definition of sauces is 
such as would justify a paprika sauce. 
Number one of the definitions reads: 
“ A condiment or composition of condi- 
ments and appetizing ingredients eaten 
with a food as a relish; esp., a dress- 
ing for meat, fish, puddings, etc.” 
Number two says: “Any vegetable 
eaten with meat.” Garden sass, you 
know. «And the third definition de- 
scribes a use of the word which is con- 
fined to the United States and to places 
it has influenced: “ Stewed or preserved 
fruit eaten with other food asa relish.” 

The verb “to sauce” means “to ac- 
company with something intended to 
give a higher relish; to season; to 
fiavor.” . Fried onions with beef gteak 
is a sauce then, and in many cases 
sauces are used to rectify meats that 
are not carefully cooked, or those dried 
up in the cooking. The sauce may be 
poor, but the meat is poorer, and it is 
difficult utterly to spoil an onion, which 
is, after all, the most universally used 
condiment in sauces. From an onion 
start, a cook can make no end of 
sauces. 

Standard Sauce Proportions. 

One tablespoon of fat, one tablespoon 
of thickening to each cup of liquid, or 
use the proportion one and one and 
one, with the seasonings, is a useful 
rule. With one tablespoon of butter or 
other fat, one of flour, and one cup of 
boiling water, we get a butter sauce, or 
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what in old cookery is melted butter. 
But some people like this sauce thicker 
than the one tablespoon of flour makes 
it, and so use more flour by a half 
or a whole tablespoon. If milk in- 
stead of water is used we get that 
most universal and useful of sauces, 
according to our present day usages— 
the white sauce. With the one table- 
spoon of flour the sauce is thick 
enough for a cream soup. When it is 
used for binding meats and so forth 
for croquettes and similar ‘“ made 
dishes,”” as much as four level table- 
spoons of thickening is used. 

One tablespoon of fat, which may be 
savory fat, butter, chicken fat with | 
chicken stock, soup top fat, etc., may 
have cooked in it some finely cut 
onions, then may be thickened with a 
tablespoon of flour for one cup of meat 
stock, which may be used as a sauce or 
a soup. Such a foundation is an ex- 
cellent one in which to cook a tomato, 
for each cup, for a tomato soup. Other 
vegetables to taste may be added. 


Fats in Sauces. 


It is possible to make good vegetable 
sauces, say one with celery, without 
any fat at all, by using just the thick- 
ening and the liquid. When onions or 
green pepper in any quantity are to be 
cooked in the fat to season the sauce, 
one tablespoon may be enough, but a 
little more makes it easier when it 
comes to stirring the flour into the 
mixtures, Three tablespoons of fat, as 
in the paprika sauce, make a rather 
fat sauce, yet the fat sets up the color 
well, although it bounces the calories 
skyward. Fine satces are often fin- 
ished by adding some butter at the last 
minute and stirring it in thoroughly.

French Gray Bedroom Suite 6 pes. for $295 
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This Design for a Frame House Lends 
Itself Well to a Stuccoed Exterior 
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By Anita de Campi. 


ELECTED because it embodies 
many of the modern conveniences 
which lessen the demand on the 
housewilfe’s time was this charm- 

ing six room frame house. It was de 
signed by Architects Spencer & Powers 
of Chicago. 

An artistic door which opens on the 
entrance loggia admits us to a vesti- 
bule. Two steps upward, to our right, 
is the dining room; and at its left is 
a clothes closet, ready to receive our 
wraps. From the small, economical! 
hall one views the living room with 
its real fireplace. 


The demand for porches has becn > 


carefully considered and filled in these 
plans. Through French doors access 
is had from the living room to tae 
attractive porch which overlooks the 
front lawn. Being independent of the 
front entrance makes it especially 
pleasing; for this arrangement admits 
of privacy, with the use of Venetian 
blinds, which is not possible in the 
usual front porch. Every one realizes 
the advantages of a comfortable porch. 
Screened or glazed and attractively fur- 
nighed, it affords a most pleasurable 


. PYace in which to epend a sociable aft- 
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#snoon with friends, or to while away 
hours in’ reading on warm summer 
days. 

Factory bullt, ready made conven- 
fences are built into the living and 
dining rooms. In these two rooms and 
in the entrance hall there are perma- 
nent, crackless ceilings, which are 
great savers in decorating expenses. 

A compact kitchen with modern pan- 
try cases (which have taken the place 
of the impossible, untidyable pantry) 
greet us beyond the dining room. Just 
outside its door, within easy reach, 
ig the refrigerator. This may be iced 
from the entry, so that muddy feet 
need not track up the kitchen floor. 
The windows are so arranged as to 
provide excellent ventilation. 

Upstairs three bedrooms, each with 
ample closet space, a bathroom, and a 
linen cloget are arranged to good ad- 
vantage. Over the ntrauce loggia 
there is a @emall flower arbor which is 
reached through French doors from 
one of the bedr$oms. All of these 
beveled siding. In case that method 
of construction is used, the walls, trim, 
rooms are of comfortable size, well 
lighted and airy. 

Separated from the furnace and coal 
rooms in the basement by dust tight 
partitions is a good sized laundry. Tie 

ceilings over the furnace and coul 
rooms should be plastered on metal 
lath, so that the sifting coal and agh 
dust may not penetrate through the 
small crevices of the floor boards into 
the rooms above. This treatment of 
the cellings, being fire resistive, is rec- 
ommended for use in frame houses, 
and especially in places which might 
be exposed to fire. 

The exterior of his house offers mul- 
tiple treatments and possibilities for

color combinations. The architects 
specify that it be built of lapped 
metal work, and chimney should be 
painted white, the porch floors gray, 
and the roof covered with cedar 
shingles. 

This design would lend itself well 
to a stuccoed exterior, the stucco being 
applied on concrete blocks, hollow tile, 
or metal lath. Cream colored stucco, 
with porch trim, doors, and window 
sash, painted Italian blue, would be 
The roof could be covered 
with creo-dipped shingies, and the deco- 
rative lamp by the front door could 
match the blue trim. 

Shrubs, planted around the front of 
the house, and vines, trained to gtow 
so as to form a screen for the porch, 
would add appreciably to the good ap- 
pearance of the whole. 

Having the entrance placed to the 
side, instead of in the center of the 
front of the house, is a great conven- 
jence, as it is:thereby easily accessible 
from the driveway which leads to the 
garage at the rear of the house.

Everybody who writes for the theater with the idea of 
making money out of it must squeeze or stretch his notion into a rather arbi- 
trary time limit. It cannot be an entertainment which will play less than 
about two hours and a half or more than three hours.’ When a fiction writer 
comes to the end of his story he stops. There is perhaps some little urge 
placed upon him to let the tale run on long enough to break back and cuddle 
in with the advertisements. Undoubtedly there is a favored length, say from 
five to seven thousand words, but it is not absolutely necessary. Magazines 
without a ng still exist, and if a story is good enough it can and will be 
solid, irrespective of its physical dimensions, 

But iz any one who reads this column should go home tonight and sit down 
and write the finest one act play the world has ever known it is difficult to see 
what he could do with it except read it to his friends or possibly. recruit a com- 
pany of amateurs, Broadway would have no place for it.. Within the last 
two or three seasons there have been sporadic experiments with curtain raisers, 
but by now the managers are firmly convinced that the cash customers must 
have tneir drama all in a piece.

Padding to Kill Time. 

Tis is an unfortunate condition. Again and again a reviewer sees a play 
with a yocd first act, or even two good acts, which ends in wrack and ruin 
because tav author has felt the necessity of saying a little more in order to fill 
up the evening. The business of saying more is quite a dreadful process when 
there 4s nothing more to say. We see the hero and the heroine rady to fall 
into,each other’s arms and know that there isn’t a sound reason in the world 
to prevent their doing so except the fact that it is not yet half past 19. By the 
fibusiest devices in the world, the dramatist will hold them apart in order that 
his 2ucicuce shall get what it feels to be its money’s worth. J 


Just wny theatergoers should demand full measure and nothing else, 
could ne-er understand. If a play were highly amusing for the first hour and ! 
a half, we should much prefer to have it end then rather than straggle along 
for an hour more to no purpose, It must be that many people go to the theater, 
not ro much to see the play, as to keep away from place else. Half past 
8 might be too early to go home, or to drop in on a cabaret, or to catch a cof- 
veiignt train for the suburbs, Even the railroads are in the compact to insist 
that plays shall last two hours and one-half. Time tables are arranged accord- 
ingly. Every instrument of civilization in New York is leagued together to 
make the unfortunate author keep on to the required minute of time. Plays 
are bougit like meat and butter. No matter how good they are, short weight 
is not to be tolerated. 


Abolish Third Act. 

Exé@essive length is equally ‘unpopular. Shaw defied the conventions in | 
“Back to Methuselah” and wrote without regard to clocks. The Theater 
guild was bold enough to serve him in three courses, but even Shaw was not 
popular enough to make such an arrangement financially successful, and 
lesser known authors are hardly likely to try. 

As a rule, it is the lack of material, rather than the excessive amount, 
which furnishes the difficulty.. Good first acts are moderately common, and 
good second acts still more frequent. The third act is the dramatic grave- 
yard. There really ought to be a law abolishing last acts. Even better

This giant of a Russian! basso has 
never sung in opera here, but several] 
thousands in Chicago will remember 
a memorable night last winter when 
intending “patrons stormed the Audl- 
torlum, when in the confusion‘ even 
the music critics lost their seats and 
had to be content with what stray 
corners they could find. Then a huge, 
blonde, broad shouldered, mild man- 
nered man strode upon the stage, and, 
with no illusion of scenery or costume, 
with no other forces than his own 
voice and a piano accompaniment, be- 
gan to set the crowd wild. 

There was not even a set program. 
Chaliapine merely had some songs 
from which to choose here and there 
eat his own pleasure and sing as 
hé desired. But such a performance! 
It was one of the events that live in 
the mind of one whe is in the curious 
profession of following musical hap- 
penings. One finds them once in 
a while, not every week, not even 
every year, but occasionally. They 
ate what make the job worth while, 
lighting up the gloom of the scores 
and hundreds of nonessential an n- 
necessary performances. '

A Flame of a Personality. 

Physically, Chaliapine probably 
weighs somewhere in the two hundreds. 
Artistically, one is tempted to say he 
weighs in the ton; or would be tempt- 
ed to say so if the remark did not 
imply heaviness, which Chaliapine has 
not. His is a flarme of a personality, 
like that of his compatriot, Ina Bour- 
skaya; he traverses with sure t all 
moods, from light hearted comedy, 


through the biting blast of irony, to 
a tornado of tragedy. One of his rdéles 
is Don Basilio in “The Barber of 
Seville.” That is low comedy, if you 
please, and so far from being the im- 
portant part of the opera that four 
other roles rank in advance of it. 
Yet another basso once told me that 
the great difficulty of presenting him 
in the opera in Europe is to find a 
prima donna who will consent to sing 
with him, since he invariably “runs 
away with the show,” as they say 
back of the scenes. 

And when Chaliapine happens to 
feel like being a “straight singer in- 
etead of an interpreter, he can meet 
any Italian basso on his own ground 
of bel canto and show him things he 
has never dreamed of. 

One can hardly be accused of undue 
optimism in believing that will 
be some unusual doings a the Au- 
ditorium this winter. : .

SUNS SQUEEZA THEMSELVES. 
By S. F. Maxwell. 


HE sun is s great globe, 886,000 
miles in digmeter; beside it the 
earth is the merest speck. All 
the planett combined would 
hardly do more than ripple the solar 
surface if they chould plunge into it. 

The sun shinés by its own heat, 
though not by fire, for fire implies 
combustion. On the sun elements are 
far too hot for anything approaching 
chemical union as we know it to take 
place. Neither is solar heat gener- 
ated by friction or contraction. 

The sun has not varied its output 
of energy greatly for many millions 
of years. Its energy is molecy- 
lar. Deep in its center there are com- 
plex, radio active elements. When 
the solar system was in thé shape of 
a nebula it absorbed prodigious quan- 
tities of light and heat. This energy 


was stored in the atoms. Now that 


t

The sun is not unusually bright, for 


the sun is condensed into a sphere, “ee star. Antares, Vega, Arcturus, and 


is giving this energy out again, and 
we feel it as warmth. 

The outside layers of the sun are 
comparatively cool, no hotter than the 
flame of a burning match. Sunspots 
have about the same temperature as 
arc lamps, but the photospheric gases 
about them are considerably hotter. 
No one knows how furious a tempera- 
ture rages in the interior of the sun. 
No temperature ever produced on 
earth equals it; of this astronomers are 
certain. 

Heat seems to be an inherent qual- 
ity of matter. The amount of radia- 
tion energy depends principally on 
size. The earth has a hot core, but 
its surface is cold. The core of Jupi- 
ter is also hot, but his outer layers are 
also boiling. The core of the sun is 
hotter still, and its outside gases are 
as hot as our fires. 


Rigel, for instance, are each so bright 
that the noonday sun would look dull 
by comparison. Every star, in its 
cycle of life from nebula go nebula 
rises in brightness to a certain inten- 
sity, then declines. The earth: never 
was incandescent in the sense the sun 
is; it is too amall. The sun can never 
hope to rival Betelgeux, for it is the 
merest pinpoint beside that huge 
sphere. 

There are compensations for small 
size, however. Big stars live faster 
than ligtle ones. Long after the huge 
suns 6f the sky have grown old and 
red the eart& will still be warm. Stars 
are so massive that they squeeze their 
heat through their surfaces, while the 
rocks Which make the earth’s crust 
are mnon-conductors, transmit little 
energy, and keep their heat inside.

FOURTH DIMENSION CURVES. 
EN once believed that the world 
is flat, and brought forward 
seemingly plausible reasoning 
to support their statements. We 
now realize the earth is round, be- 
cause other weightier facts have been 
Pp ced. 
athematicians once thought there 
mere only three dimensions. This was 
natural. We live in a two dimensional 
space and even find it hard to grasp 
the total significance ofthe element of 
thickness. Try to visualize the entire 


surface ofa sphere at one thought, if 
you do not believe this statement. 

Higher dimensions than the third 
are being put to greater use every day. 
Calculators of engineering and as- 
tronomical tables, who, of course, de- 
pend on pure mathematics for their 
tools, are finding greater uses for di- 
mensions which a few years ago were 
thoyght imaginary. 

Suppose you have a sphere. Run.a 
spiral from one pole one half rota- 
tion outward.’ Then let it intersect 
the equator and make a second half 
turn on to the other pole. Now if the 
sphere is giass, so that you can look 
straight through it, the curve appears 
as an aries, or 7 peculiar “ YY” shaped 
cycloid. 

There is a cycloid curve whose two 
ends are asymptotic to one of a pair 
of parallel lines and whose point rests 
on the other. This curve is called the 
cissoid of Diocles. 

An aries is related to this cissoid 
through the fourth dimension. A globe 
is a body in three dimensions. Without 
changing its solid character in any

Some time about 7500 B.C. a tribe 
of people who worshipped a god Osiris 
dwelt in the delta region of Egypt. 
They were Hamites, probably in the 
stone age. Asiatic Semites, whose god 
was Set, burst in upon them from 
Syria, exactly as the nations of Meso- 
potamia have always invaded Egypt. | 
The Osiris worshippers were carried 
into captivity, as was the custom of 
the early Semites. 

A second Hamitic tribe, closely re- 
lated to the Osirids, worshipped the 
goddess Isis. These warriors went on 
the war path and released their kins- 
men from slavery. Their action, how- 
ever, served only to infuriate 
Semites beyond Sinai, who came 
back in force and established them- 
eelves more firmly than ever in Egypt. 
Their rule was intolerant, and archzol- 
ogists find widespread evidence of suf- 
fering and decadence under their su- 
premacy. 

Some centuries before«this, about 
8000 B.C., a tribe of blonde people, 
Nordics, perhaps, had settled farther 
up on the Nile. They had come in 
from across what is now the Sahara 
desert. They were nature worship- 
pers whose chief divinity was the sun, 
called Horus. These blondes were iater 
to found dynasties of pharaohs. They 
were approached by the Isidg and Osi- 
rids, with whom they united to form a 
formidable confederacy. Together they 
expelled the Asiatics from Egypt, prob- 
ably literally drowning them in the 
Red sea, as the myth states.

the Bishop of St. Asaph’s house at Twyford in England, where he was an 
honored guest, to write for his son the story of his life. Al- 
ready he had done great and fruitful work in the world and he knew it. 
He was 83 years ojd when he wrote ‘the last ages in Philadelphia, and he 
was then [1789-90] beyond doubt the foremost citizen of the world—" citizen ” 
as distinguished from any potentate, warrior, or man of title. He had long 
been, in Emerson’s magnificent phrase, a man “ whose majestic virtues inade 
him idolized in France, feared in England, and obeyed in America.” 

Yet no book of personal narrative is less vainglorious. No book of self- 
revelation is freer from that strain of contentiousness, querulousness and 
assertiveness which often envenoms the confidences of the great when they 
pour out their hearts to posterity. Franklin’s long life was a steadfast war 
against sloth, bad sanitation, disease, imposition, and tyranny, but he lived 
‘equably. He defied royal commissions and parliaments and kings, but he 
did it with a quietness that was more devastating than most men’s righteous 
wrath. So he wrote—serenely, with beautiful clarity, with a precision as de- 
cisive as the multiplication table and with a charity that proved the tallow- 
cnandler’s son to be as fine a gentleman as that age of fine gentlemen pro- 


duced. 
He wrote without affectation. If in his narrative there should be out-

of David Hume, with which it ranks, this one is.a fragment. Franklin carried 
his story only to the year 1757, the year of his mission to England on behalf of 
the colonists, who even then were tried almost beyond endurance by tl® stupid- 
ities, exactions, and oppressions of English maladm‘nistration. But you are 
going to learn from this friendly pen all about the years that formed and 
equipped this friendly man for a life that unfolds itself, when you survey it 
in all its aspects, as a homespun but still glorious epic ‘of friendship to all the 
world. 

What a grand school book, I always think, and what a grand book to give 
a boy! You can do that for 80 cents if you seek out at the stores the little 
Everyman s Library edition in cloth. That one is worth your seeking because 
fn it the autobiography. proper is supplemented with a hundred pages by the 


*English scholar, W. Macdonald, which carry the story from 1757 to the end of 


Franklin’s life. Briton fhough he is, ’tis in an American strain almost peppery 
that Mr. Macdonald considérs and extols Franklin. Turn, for illustration, to 
page 262 of his narrative and note those lines of his, “ Make the best of it that 
we may, the 29th of January, 1774, was a disgraceful day for England.” Is 
your curiosity aroused? It may well be, for that day which disgraced England 
was a monientous day in the life of Benjamin Franklin, and a more momentous 
one in the annals of ‘his and your country. Publiely outraged in London by as 
chyice n scoundrel as ever held office under George III., he bore the ordeal with 
an equanimity that was almost godlike, but, it is believed, on that day he, so 
capable of forgiving much, came to the decision that for him and his com- 
patrivis across the water to forgive more would be to play the part of pol- 
trvons. That decision of his meant war and liberty! Now, this Autobiography 
he wrote ende seventeen years before the “ disgraceful day for England” and 
twenty-one years before the commencement of his so simple yet so resplendent 
service for us at the court of Versailles, but the point of the references is that 
his uncompleted narrative shows you how this great man schooled himself, 
from boylwod onward, to meet, with dignity, sagacity, and calm the crises, the 
heavy burdens, the fearful perplexities, the indignities, and the triumphs which 
crowded the greatest old age a man ever lived. That is why I think of this 
little book as so wonderful a school book and so grand a book for a boy. Not 
that it automatically wil make other Frankiins.out.of average boys, but it 
wii, in a m@iiner spectfi¢ and entertaining, show the average boy what useful 
and profitable things he may do for himself and for the world by the exercise 
of industry, thrift, application, and inquiry. It does Mt send him to schoo) to 
the heroic virttfes but to the everyday virtues, and as a result of that school- 
ing this average boy, before he is well into adolescence, will have fallen in love 
with order, application, method, laudable curiosity, and the independent think- 
ing which proceeds from that kind of curiosity, This average boy will, above 
all, be going to school to a teacher who was self-schooled—in all his 84 years 
Franklin had only two years of going to school to others—and the advantage 
we have from this self-schooled teacher is that he constantly is showing us 
bhuw we, too, may school ourselves. eet : 

He tcils ‘us in two or three pages what books he read as a boy—they were 
the fiber making, styJe building books like Bunyan’s “ Pilgrim’s Progress,” and 
Defoe’s “ Essay on Projects,” and Plutarch in North’s translation, and Xeno- 
phon’s “ Memorabilia,” which taught him how to argue, and “an odd volume” 
of the “ Spectator ’-r-and he tells us in two pages more how he formed his 
style, that etyle so fraught with simple dignity. It was the “odd volume” of 
“Spectator” which helped him to that style, and to Addison he credited the 
ability to express himsélf which really made him what he was in the world. He 
tells us how he ran away at the age of 17 to a city 400 miles from his home in 
Boston and how, waking into the city of his destination—and of his destiny— 
the girl whom ultimately he was to marry saw him munching a roll, and 
laughed at him. He tells us of Gen. Edward Braddock and the awful forty 
mile flight from Fort Duquesne, of George Whitefield, @he revivalist, and what 
Whitefield's eloquence did to his pocketful of gold, of colonial governors, of 
fellow ‘prentices, and of all the kinds of things he was interested in and worked 
on. Once, in studying Franklin’s life, I made a list of those things and pasted 
it inside the cover of the book. Here it is in part: Electricity, treaties, hos- 
pitais, literary clubs, street sweeping, universities, the gulf stream, stoves, 
essays, thé post and post roads, army supply, the copper plate press, the 
Declaration of Indepérifence, the constitution of the United States, proverbs, 
swimming, newspapers, circulating libraries, almanacs; the Latin, Italian, 
Spanish, and French languages; police and fire departments, finance, milftia, 
organization, lightning rods, the armonica or musical glasses, the guitar. The 
list is not complete, but it is full enough to be indicative, and there is not one 
item in it concerning which he did not either advance the knowledge of man- 
kind or make some valuable improvement.

The man was far, far greater than his little book, but if that little book 
leads a young American into study of Franklin's essays and letters and stat 
papers and into study of his career it will have led him into a world. That 2 
the supreme value of the “ Autobiography.” It is an introduction to our Yankee 
Patriarch, who was wont to say, “ Human felicity is produced, not so much by 
great pieces of gopd fortune that seldom happen, as by little advantages that 
occur every day.” The rest of the passage concerns the advantages that 
accrue to a poor, young man by shaving himself. The patriarch said it was 
worth more than a thousand guineas. That was Franklin all over. Always 
concrete!

Those who thought that “Main 
Street’ was the greatest book written 
in the last decade are going to be sore- 
ly hurt because “ Babbitt” isn’t writ- 
ten in the same uncompromisingly 
sedate fashion as their entrant for the 
world’s championship of reality. They 
are going to call it a “light” book. 
They are going to say that Sinclair 
Lewis has not—what is it they always 
say about an author who doesn’t do 
what is expected of him?—O, yes, that 
he has not “ kept the faith.” But they 
are going to read “ Babbitt” and then 
chuckle about him and see him in as 
many towns as they saw “Main 
Street,” and they are going to-have to 
confess that he’s a lot more fun than 
Carol and her yearnings.

She has been indefatigable in her 
zeal and her courage. “ Poetry, a Mag- 
azine of Verse,” has, more than any- 
thing else in America, brough# poetry 
from its despised position to one of the 
first importance in the literary Wfe of 
our country. 

It is with more than pleasure that 
Chicago salutes Misa Monroe and her 
magazine, which in the October num- 
ber celebrates its tenth birthday.
